Although thft>mpst • beneficial resnlts 


from lime are derived when ita applica- 
tion is made in the fall, -it will also be 
found a valuable agent an .the spring 
when used OB nrtvly plo-wed sod land 
iutcnted for corn. Where-old pastures 
and grass plots have stood-in grass for 
several years lime is thetoest substance 
that can bo applied. 
The tendency of 


lime is to pass downwards into the soil, 
which fact, so well known, prompts the 
/rtrmcr to broadcast it on the surface 
in order that the most immediate re- 
sults may be obtained, but its effects 
aro constant, not only by reason of the 
direct inilucnce exerted by the lime in 
its chemical action upon the vegetable 
matter, but through the chemical com- 
binations that naturally occur among 
all vegetable substances during the pro- 
cess ^decomposition. 


It is due to the hastening of chemical 


action on the part of lime that its bone- 
tits to the farmer are so permanent. 
Lime itsolf i.? not complete plant food 
but it is a necessary element in the com- 
position of all crops. Its great;; affinity 
lor carbonic acid causes constant eilect 
upon the soil, as it combines with the 
acid by direct appropriation from the 
atmosphere and by liberating it front 
other combinations• It seizes it, as it 
seems, from every source within its 
power, aud to this action is attributed 
the disintegration of inert substances 
that ;ire rendered soluble and availa- 
ble. The advantage of an application 
of lime, therefore, consists not only of 
its availability as an element of plant 
food, but also as a disintegrating agent 
by which insoluble substances 
are 


changed in form and 
composition, 


thereby becoming valuable assistants 
iu connection with the lime. 


The two principal forms in which 


limo is most frequently used are tho 
sulphate and carbonate. The sulphate 
(ordinary loud plaster) is slightly solu- 
ble in water. It is not applied on soils 
in large quantities, two bushels per 
nuro bciug considered a liberal applica- 
tion. It 13 a special fertilizer for clover 
anil other leguminous crops, and when 
used in connection with kainit (sulphate 
of pot-ash) it is sometimes a complete 
fertilizer for grass crops on many soils. 
As both substances are cheap in com- 
parison with the benefits derived from 
their use, they should not bo overlooked 
on farms where hay is mode a specialty. 


Ordinary stone or shell lime, when 


freshly burned, is caustic, but it slowly 
appropriates moisture 
and becomes 


bydratcd, but derives carbonic acid 
from tho atmosphere and finally bo- 
comes corbonate of lime, which is insol- 
uble, but owing to its lino chemical 
condition performs service as mentioned. 
If freshly burned limo (quick b'me) is 
applied to the soil, tho results will be 
greater than when i^is applied as a car- 
bonate. The usual practice of broad- 
c:ist!ng large quantities of lime over the 
iield iy not as economical !\ method as 
that of applying it more frequently and 
in less amounts at a single application. 
Forty bushels of lime to un acre at ono 
application does not give as good results 
us thirty bushels applied at stated inter- 
vals, us twenty bushels in tho fall and 
ten bushels in the spring keep the lime 
nearer the surface and thereby bring it 
in contact with accumulating matter 
aud newer substances that should re- 
ceive its influences. 


In using lime it may be clamjed, 


therefore, that it should always be kept 
near tho surface, owing toils downward 
tendency. 
It nhoulcf be applied in. 


small proportions at intervals, and .in 
a freshly prepared condition. It is best 
used on grass in the shape of plaster, 
except when tho soil is sandy, and 'in 
any form tbnt it may be applied it 'is 
one of the easiest procurable and cheap- 
est fertilizers that farmers can use in 
proportion to the benefits derived from 
its application.—Farm, Field and Fire- 
side. 


Cleanly Surroundings for Pips. 


The important question is, can pig 


feeders afford to keep their pigs in such 
lillh as breeds disease anu death to 
their herds ? 
When pigs have such 


foul wallowings, they seldom get any 
pure water, and the foul water contam- 
inates the blood and brings disease. It 
would be considered gross mismanage- 
ment for a dairyman to allow his cows 
to drink foul water. It is known that 
it pusses through the blood of tho cow 
into tho milk, which becomes unwhole- 
some for butter or cheese. And, as Jwu 
cut the flesh of the pig, why should not 
JIM great care be taken to preserve his 
hi'alth as that of the cow? 


lror cattle, farmers go to the trouble 


<if making troughs and pumping water 
into them daily, where there are not 
c!o:vr, running streams, or of conduct- 
ing water into them by pipe* where i a 
spring is possessed high enough to 
admit of it- Human dwellings are con- 
sidered more healthy when placed upon 
nn elevation, nnd so, likewise, should 
the swine house be placed high enough 
to have all foul matters run from it, in- 
stead of towards it. 


We once tried an experiment to see il 


pigs would use clean water in pasture in 
warm weather, to cool themselves and 


off flies. We constructed a shal- 


low vat, ten inches deep, and sunk it 
six inches in the earth, so that the pigs 
could easily walk into it. This was 
lilled half full of clean, clear, water. 


The pigs would go into this vat and 


lie down with the appearance of great 
comfort. This water was drawn 
off 


evcrv two days and fresh water sup- 
plied. The pigs not only used this 
wator-vat, but abandoned a water holo; 
some 
liftcen yards from it, clearly 


showing their preference 
for cledn 


water. This vat was used for several 


bons, and always successfully. 
Arid 


it would bo entirely feasible to use 
such vats for large herds.—National. 
Live-Stock Journal.

DEOATOB AND DANVILLE B^VALS- 


Both Want the Wfabasn Ho8pitaJ-D«ca- 


tur'e Chances. 


There haa been more, or less talk of late 


about establishing 8 thoroughly equipped 
hospital at Decatur or Danville for the 
exclusive use of employee of tbo Wabasb, 
St. Louis & Pacific Railway company, to 
be supported by them. Representatives 
of the company are moving in tbe matter, 
and yesterday Dr. W. G. Outten, of St. 
Louis, who 'spent Thursday st Danville, 
visited Decatur and was shown about the 
city by Agent Harwood. There is a hos- 
pital at St. Louis, but none eaat of the 
Mississippi, and the object of the Doctor's 
trip wns to select a suitable point, and 
then report to the company. He left for 
his home last night His tour of Decatur 
was thorough, and he found several loca- 
tions that uro desirable. 


The hospital building which is to be 


erected under the direction of the com- 
pany will require three acres of ground at 
a point where good water can be hod and 
where the drainage is complete. The 
Wabusb, asks a donation in the shape of 
tho necessary ground, which will cost in 
tho neighborhood of $1000. This is all 
they want. The hospital will be a refuge 
for nil employes of the road east of the 
Mississippi river, nnd they will pay all 
expenses themselves. Each employe re- 
ceiving 850 a month will be assessed 50 
cents a month, and those receiving less than 
that sum, 35 cents towards its support. 
The company will appoint the surgeons 
to IIHVO charge of the hospital. Agent 
Harwood says that about $3,500 o month 
will be contributed by the employes of 
tho road to keep up tua hospital. Dr. 
Outton expressed himself as well pleased 
with tho advantages ottered by Decatur, 
because of the desirable sites and because 
6? her central location. 
Decatnr will 


probnbly come out ahead Jo the fight with 
Danville for the hospital. 


\Ve learn that Dr. J. T. Woods, of To- 


ledo, who has been the chief Burgeon of 
the Wnboeh east of the river for many 
years, will have chnrge of the new hospit- 
al, nud will remove to Decatur if it is 
located here. The hospital would be a 
big thing for Decatnr in a business way. 
It will be fitted up with 150 to 200 beds 
for patients.
